The  Program 


Handicapped  license  plates  have  been  issued  by 
the  Secretary  of  State’s  office  since  1975.  The  is¬ 
suance  of  these  plates  permits  persons  with  dis¬ 
abilities  to  park  in  special  parking  spaces  re¬ 
served  for  them. 

In  1984,  this  office  began  issuing  handicapped 
parking  cards,  which  allow  parking  privileges  to 
vehicles  in  which  the  handicapped  person  is  the 
driver  or  passenger;  expanded  the  legal  defini¬ 
tion  of  the  handicapped  person;  and  made 
available  the  issuance  of  vanity/personalized 
license  plates  to  individuals  with  disabilities. 

In  response  to  citizen  suggestions,  the  program 
was  further  improved  in  1 986  by  changing  the 
format  of  the  parking  cards  and  doubling  the 
duration  of  the  permanent  cards  from  two  years 
to  four  years. 

This  pamphlet  provides  you  with  facts  about 
handicapped  parking  privileges  and  how  to 
obtain  them. 

My  office  is  committed  to  improving  the  handi¬ 
capped  license  plate  and  handicapped  parking 
card  program  for  those  who  are  disabled.  Let  us 
help  you  or  your  immediate  family  in  this  impor¬ 
tant  matter.

Definition 


A  handicapped  person  is  defined  by  law  as  every 
natural  person  who  is  unable  to  walk  200  feet  or 
more  either  (1)  unassisted  by  another  person  or 
without  the  aid  of  a  walker,  crutches,  braces, 
prosthetic  device  or  wheelchair  or  (2)  without 
great  difficulty  due  to  the  following  impair¬ 
ments:  neurologic,  orthopedic,  respiratory,  car¬ 
diac,  arthritic  disorder,  blindness,  or  loss  of 
function  or  absence  of  a  limb  or  limbs. 

Privileges 

•  Allows  vehicle  to  park  in  areas  specifically 
reserved  for  use  by  handicapped  persons. 

•  Exempts  vehicle  from  payment  of  parking 
meter  fees  or  time  limitations  on  parking, 
except  for  meters,  signs  or  other  markings 
with  time  limitations  of  30  minutes  or  less. 

•  Through  mutual  agreements  with  other  states 
and  jurisdictions,  Illinois  handicapped  plates 
and  parking  cards  are  honored  nearly  na¬ 
tionwide. 

•  The  plates  or  cards  will  not  permit  vehicles  to 
park  in  areas  where  parking  is  prohibited 
(such  as  "NO  STOPPING"  and  "NO  STAND¬ 
ING"  zones,  in  front  of  or  near  fire  hydrants, 
loading  zones,  etc.).  Vehicles  are  also  prohib¬ 
ited  from  parking  in  any  manner  that  creates 
a  traffic  hazard. 

NOTE:  These  privileges  apply  only  when  the 
handicapped  person  is  present ,  the  vehicle  is 
being  used  for  his/her  transportation,  and  the 
handicapped  parking  card  or  plates  are  dis¬ 
played. 


Mandatory 
Vehicle  Insurance 


All  motor  vehicles  registered  and  operated  in 
Illinois  must  be  covered  by  liability  insurance — 
insurance  that  covers  the  property  damage  and/ 
or  injuries  you  may  cause  others  in  an  accident. 
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WHO  MAY  OBTAIN 
HANDICAPPED  PLATES: 

•  Permanently  handicapped  persons  may 

obtain  handicapped  license  plates  for  each 
vehicle  titled  in  their  name. 

•  Immediate  family  members  of  a  perma¬ 
nently  handicapped  person  may  obtain  plates 
only  if  the  handicapped  individual  does  not 
own  a  vehicle  and  must  frequently  rely  on  the 
immediate  family  member  for  transporta¬ 
tion.  Immediate  family  members  (spouse, 
father,  mother,  son,  daughter,  brother  or  sis¬ 
ter)  can  be  issued  only  two  sets  of  plates. 

•  Corporations,  school  districts  and  special 
education  cooperatives  transporting  per¬ 
manently  handicapped  persons  may  obtain 
plates  by  completing  an  affirmation  form 
available  upon  request  from  the  Non-Stan¬ 
dard  Plates  Section. 

TYPES  OF  VEHICLES: 

•  Passenger  cars,  vans  and  small  trucks  (weigh¬ 
ing  8,000  pounds  or  less)  may  be  issued 
handicapped  plates. 

VANITY/PERSONALIZED 
UCENSE  PLATES: 


•  Vanity/ personalized  plates  are  available  for 
handicapped  individuals.  For  details,  you 
may  write  to  the  Non-Standard  Plates  Sec¬ 
tion,  539  Centennial  Building,  Springfield, 
Illinois  62756. 

HOW  TO  APPLY 


Submit  the  following: 

1)  Physician's  certification  form  -  Must  be 
completed  by  both  applicant  and  physician. 
[Forms  available  at  most  Secretary  of  State 
facilities.) 


2)  Current  registration  card  or  copy  of  title  if 

vehicle  is  registered  in  applicant's  name;  OR 

title  or  manufacturer's  certificate  of  ori¬ 
gin  if  the  vehicle  is  not  registered  in  appli¬ 
cant's  name. 

3)  Application  form  and  fee  -  If  current  plates 
are  valid  for  more  than  60  days,  submit  ap¬ 
plication  for  reclassification  and  $5  fee  for  re- 
elass,  and  surrender  current  license  plates.  If 
plates  expire  within  60  days,  submit  a  regis¬ 
tration  application  or  renewal  form  and  annual 
$48  fee. 

4)  Handicapped  vanity/personalized  license 
plates  -  For  additional  information,  contact 
the  Non-Standard  Plates  Section. 
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Permit  No  _  Expires  June  30, 1994 


(NO  FEE) 


WHO  MAY  OBTAIN  CARDS: 

•  Permanently  handicapped  persons  may  ob¬ 
tain  one  handicapped  card  in  their  name. 

•  Corporations,  school  districts  and  special 
education  cooperatives  that  transport  per¬ 
manently  handicapped  individuals  may  apply 
for  cards  in  their  name. 

•  Individuals  with  temporary  disabilities  last¬ 
ing  at  least  1 2  months  may  have  one  card  in 
their  name. 

DISPLAYING  CARDS: 

•  The  front  side  of  the  card  should  be  clearly 
visible  through  the  front  windshield  and  be 
placed  on  the  dashboard  or  attached  to  the 
front  visor  in  any  vehicle. 

TWO  TYPES: 

FOUR-YEAR  -  White  with  Blue  Lettering  -  Is¬ 
sued  to  or  on  behalf  of  those  who  are  perma¬ 
nently  handicapped. 


TEMPORARY  -  White  with  Red  Lettering  -  Is¬ 
sued  to  those  with  temporary  disabilities  lasting 
at  least  12  months. 


HOW  TO  APPLY 

Submit  the  following: 

1)  Submit  certification  form  completed  by 
both  applicant  and  physician  for  individ¬ 
ual.* 

2)  Submit  affirmation  form  signed  by  author¬ 
ized  agent  for  corporation,  school  district 
and  special  education  cooperative. 

3)  Forms  are  available  at  most  Secretary  of 
State  facilities,  or  call  toll-free  (800)  252- 
8980. 

*  This  requirement  is  waived  for  those  who  have 
been  issued  disabled  veteran  or  handicapped 
license  plates  and  already  have  a  certification 
form  on  file.  An  Illinois  Disabled  Persons  ID  card 
with  a  la  or  2a  classification  as  issued  by  the 
office's  Driver  Services  Department  is  also  ac¬ 
cepted  as  proof  of  disability.
